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A Letsoii From England 

England was the llrst great power to establish 
ropresontativc government The tradition of Individual 
liberty which has come to its fullest flowering In the 
United States had its roots in British soil. And now, 
Ironically, England is proving that economic dictator- 
ship and personal freedom cannot exist together. 

Every presenlKlay .report from London tdls of 
increasing restrictions, more and more regimentation 
of the people, more and more coercion by the Labor 
party to advance its program. In the coal mines, some- 
thing that is danfierously akin to a slave labor policy 
has gone into effect* Government officials, with staffs 
of spies and special poiico, tdl the farmer what he may 
not do with what he produces. England has not, of 
course, emulated tltc frankly brutal methods employed 
in Russia, but tho trend is ominously clear. 

That is what silways .happens when people sur- 
render freedom in exchange for dubious promises of 
economic security. Any form of totalitarian economics — 
whether it be socialists, communist or fascist — must in- 
evitably pursue the flame policies. The state must be 
organized like an army, and the orders must be obeyed. 

It must have a legion of informers to turn in de- 
llnquents. It must hivc the power to reach into every 
segment of the national life and adapt it to its own 
purposes. It cannot brook an opposition that nlight 
unseat it. 

The most tragic devcdopmcnt of the modem world 
has bcen,lhe^peciisitcnt4aILacy ithat government should 
provide security — that it should stand between us and 
every conceivable contingency. This is the fallacy that 
has made possible all the tyranny, all the brutal dis* 
xegard for the dignity and rights of the individual, all 
the perversions of justice and decency, that have black- 
ened our civilizatiofi. Millions of people have pinned 
their faith in purely animal values and piuxly material 
considerations. They have put security ahead of free- 
dom, and they have l«<9t both. 

The wisdom of those who founded this nation 
■was never so apparent as it Is today. They saw clearly 



that only a government of limited powers could be 
trusted to preserve the liberties of the people.

What it $693»000,000? 

' Last year, the United States suffered a fire loss 
of nearly $603,000,000. A figure like that, even In these 
days of bllllon-dollar calculations, is loo largo for any- 
one but an advanced mathematician to visualize. So 
the National Board of Fire Underwriters, has released 
a few comparisons that show clearly the Incrcditblc 
magnitude of fire waste in 1047.

It was 40 per 
cent- greater that the total education budgets of all 
American cities of more than 25,000 pcpulation in 1945. 
It was greater than all the tax revenues received by 
New York Stole in 1947. And finally, It was about equal 
in dollar value to the total payroll of the transit Industry 
In 1946, the wages of the whole light power Industry in 
the same year, and the net income of all American rail- 
roads in 1944. 

Even that Is only part of tho story — and the 
smallest part The $693,000,000 was direct, calculable 
loss. The indirect loss, which cannot be precisely mea- 
urcd, is estimated to be two to three times as great. It 
is totaled in lost jobs, wages and taxes; In diminished 
production, and in all the otiicr wastes that go with 
fire.

The LOCATio.M of Chicago and Northern Illinois has 
made it the world center for food processing and farm 
implement production. A billion dollars worth of food 
is processed annually here in the heart of the nation's 
greatest hoR-raising and cattle-feeding area. 

The first beef was packed for shipment to Detroit in 
1832, the hides being utilized for trunks, saddles and 
harness. Tlio growing influx of grain, cattle, hogs and 
other products from the farnris soon led to the establish- 
ment of other branches of manufacturing— milling, 
soap and candlc-making, lard rendering, glue manu- 
facture and cooperage. 

Supplying farm MathSntry to fh« World 

John Decre's development of the steel plow in Grand 
Detour and Cyrus McCormick'a decision to move the 
manufacture of his celebrated reaper to Chicago in- 
augurated the agricultural implement industry here. 
Today this area I'a the largest producer of farm machinery 
in the world. 

Due in great measure to the city's growth as the 
natural railway centfcr of the Middle West, and the in- 
vention of the refrigerator car in 1874, Chicago became 
the hub of the American meat packing industry. Since 
the opening of the Union Stock Yards in 1865, it haa 
received nearly one billion meat animals. By 1885, ita 
purchases exceeded a million dollars a day. In Illinois 
alone, farmers have derived more than 40 per cent of 
their total income over the years from meat and meat 
products. 

Ingenious utilization of the by-products of the meat 
industry allowed the early packers to market meat nt 
lower prices than local butchers in the East could offer. 
Early by-producta were lard, tallow, brushea, Prussian 



blue, bone black, beef gall, beef extract, glycerine, 
gelatin, fertilizer and glue. Today, the proccsaing of 
by-producta la so specialized that the former usually 
receives more for the Uve beef he markets than the 
packer realizes from the sale of meat from the animal. 
By-products from meat packing now odd at least 200 
million dollars annually to Chicago industries. A few 
examples of such by-producta are feeds, felt goods, 
leather and fihecp-lined clothing, manufacturing bones, 
athletic goods and pharmaceuticals, for which the 
glands of the animals supply insulin, adrenalin, thy- ■ 
. roid extract and many other remedies. 

Several large private laboratories in Chicago and 
Northern Illinoia are developing non-food utilization 
of farm crops and residues in this huge grain distribut- 
ing and trading center. The Department of Agricul- 
ture's Research Laboratory in Northern Illinois, which 
discovered a way of multiplyuig penicilUn production 
200 times during wartime experiments, ia now seeking 
new uses for com, soybeans and wheat.
